This affair has developed into what is perhaps the most successful and

den is filled to capacity and approximately 8000 applications for seats 
cannot be filled. 


Some, and perhaps most of you, may not know that this affair is run 
almost single handed by our own Rt, Em. Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson Ir. 
To him should be given something like 99% of the credit for its success. 


For example, he personally sends out preliminary notices to the secre- 
taries of some 21,0 Lodges requesting them to advise him as to the num- 
ber of circulars they desire. He follows this personally by filling 

the individual orders for tickets as they come in. He also personally 
returns applications after the capacity of the Garden has been reached. 
Usually he receives three times as many applications as can be filled. 


In addition to this he hires the entertainment for the evening, he ar- 
ranges the seating, he sets up the plans for the formations, including 
the entrances of the various bodies, all with the exact split second 
timing on which he insists, and for which he is noted. 


He also spends between three and four full days at the Garden effect- 
ing all arrangements and setting up his plans so that everything will 
run like clockwork, and it always does. 


Doubtless he does a great many more things as well, but the above will 
give you at least some idea of the tremendous amount of time and effort 
he expends each year to insure the success of this affair. And when 
you take into consideration the fact that R.E. Sir Wilson is a full 
time Judge of the Probate Court of Suffolk County, you will be amazed, 
as I am, that he can possibly do so many things additionally. 


All of us owe him a tremendous debt of gratitude for all he has done 
in originally instituting, and continuing to run, this most successful 
evening.

Your Standing in Prerequisite Bodies 


Frequent misunderstanding exists in the minds of some Nobles regarding 
the mandatory law of the Imperial Council which requires a Noble to 
maintain his good standing in the prerequisite bodies of either the 
York or Scottish Rites, 


Briefly stated, to be a member of the Shrine, one must belong to either 
(1) the Commandery or (2) the Consistory of the Scottish Rite, It is 
not compulsory to be a member of both Rites, but good standing in the 
Rite of one's choice is obligatory, 


To maintain membership in a Commandery, at the present time, you must 
be in good standing in both tle Blue Lodge aml the Chapter, 


To maintain membership as a 32° Scottish Rite Mason, you must be in 
good standing in the Blue Lodge, 


Since membership in either a Commandery or the Scottish Rite is predi- 
sated upon good standing in the Blue Lodge, it is obvious that if your 
membership is severed in the Blue Lodge, you are automatically dropped 
=n all other Masonic bodies of which you might be a member, 


hivery link in the chain of your affiliation must be preserved intact, 
Every life membership in any Masonic body becomes invalid if your con- 
rection with preceding bodies is allowed to lapse.
